TWO OFn CERS IN 
HGHT AT A CAMP 


Fu g itiv es Believ ed To Be

Two desperate gunmen, tentatively 
identified as the notorious Barrow 
brothers of Texas, shot and wound­ 
ed two officers and a by stander in 
a midnight gun battle at a tourist 
camp six miles southeast of here, 
and then escaped in a motor car un­ 
der heavy fire. They were accom­ 
panied by two women. 
A cordon of 13 officers, including 
sheriff’s deputies, state highway pa­ 
trolmen and constables, had been 
thrown around the camp after a tip 
had reached Sheriff Holt Coffey of 
Platte County that two of the cab­ 
ins were occupied by Cly de Barrow 
and 
Ivy (Buck) 
Barrow, 
soug ht 
for 
murders 
at 
J oplin, 
Mo., 
and 
Alma, Ark. 


In 
the exchang e 
of fire 
which 
followed 
the g unmen’s 
refusal 
to 
surrender. 
Sheriff 
Coffey suffered 
a slig ht neck wound. 
His son, Clar­ 
ence Coffey , 19 , who was vratchlng 
the battle, was shot in the right 
arm, 
and George Highfill, J ackson 
County deputy sheriff w'as shot In 
the knees. 


One of the fug itives was believed 
to have been struck, and officers 
said they heard one of the women 
say she had been shot. They es­ 
caped in a light sedan (Ford V-8), 
reported by officers to have been 
carry ing Oklahoma license number 
78-872. 
Acting on the tip, which came 
from St. J oseph, Mo., police. Sheriff 
Coffey 
and 
several 
local 
officers 
surrounded the camp, but withheld 
action until reinforcements arrived 
from Kansas City . 
The sheriff call­ 
ed upon the occupants of the cab­ 
ins to surrender, but the reply was 
a burst of fire. One of the men was 
believed to have been using a ma­ 
chine gun. 
The officers also opened fire, but 
the volume w'as reduced when a 
machine gun manned 
by J ackson 
County deputies jammed and was 
put out of commission. With the 
two women supporting one of the 
men, the four rushed for the motor 
car, which was parked in a shed by 
the side of the cabin, and 
sped 
away under a heavy fire. 
Discarded surgical dressings were 
found in the cabins. 
Officers

lieved these indicated that one or 
both of the men had been wound­ 
ed previously . The four engaged the 
cabins Tuesday night, and y esterday 
one of the men was reported to 
have purchased medicine at a drug 
store here.

Holding other officers at 
bay with a machine gun, the occu­ 
pants of the house drove a motor 
car from a basement garage and 
sped 
away . In the house officers 
found a pardon for Ivy ¿ arrow, Is­ 
sued by the governor of Texas. 
The shooting of H. D. Humphrey , 
marshal of Alma, Ark., also is at­ 
tributed to the brothers.
